"~~ English Summary • 

Perhaps- of all nations in the world 
the English oro most given to lion 
■worshipping, and it is with tho great- 
est satisfaction that tho wholo nation 
joins in doing honor to tho hero of 
AbyBsinia, who has boon called to tho 
peerago undor the titlo of Baron Na- 
pier of Magdalla. The freedom of tho 
City ot London has, as is usual on suoh 
cases, been conforred upon Lord Na- 
pier, and foteB and entertainments are 
being hold in his honor in all parts of 
England. Tho Crystal Palace Com- 
pany ontortainod tho General, Lady 
Napier, and the staff whioh had served 
in the Abyssinian Expedition, at a 
fote conducted in tho most magnifi- 
cent style, with a full display of foun- 
tains, concert and banquet. Tho pen- 
sion which has boon conforrod with 
the peerago is small, being only £2000 
a year, and for tho limited poriod of 
two lives. This now creation has 
brought out the preuu upon tho peer- 
age quostion gonorally, aud wo may 
take it as a marked Bign of the timos 
that, tho idoa of some sort of reform 
in the House of Poors is rapidly gain- 
ing grouud, evon among somo por- 
tion of tho Conservative poers them- 
selves ; it sooms to bo admitted that if 
tho House ot Lords is to maintain a 
real influonco in tho British Consti- 
tution, its members cannot safoly de- 
fy chango ; the expediency of creating 
a certain numbor of poerages, as at- 
tempted by Lord PalmorBton, in tho 
Wensloydalo case is being discussed, 
and soema to meet with considerable 
favor. Whilst criticising tho consti- 
tution of the TJpjwr Hoase, tho IIouso. 
of Commons aro not unmindful of 
their own defects, and aro at last 
pushing through a bill which trans* 
fers tho jurisdiction or bribory poti- 
tionB to the C> mmon Law Judges. 
There is to bo an additional judge ap- 
pointed to each Court, and in Miohael- 
maa Term in each year, the Qftoon 
Puisne Judges will appoint three out 
of thoir body, that is to say, one out of 
each Court, to try election petitions 
in CourtB to be hold upon tho spot 
■where the alleged bribery has oc- 
curred. Anothor novelty in eloctions, 
proposed by somo privato membors, to 
be provided for in this bill, is that tho 
expenses of tho formal machinory of 
elections should be thrown upon con* 
■tituencies, instead of being borne, as 
at present, by candidates. This it 
Is thought would pavo tho way for 
admission into tho House of Commom 
of a claBB of men who havo hitherto 
kept aloof from public life out ot pro* 
den tial motif es. The liberal party 
are most active in thoir preparations 
lor the coming electioneering struggle, 
and thero seems to bo but little doubt 
that Gladstone will havo a majority in 
the new Parliament. The Govern- 
ment measure for buying out tho ox* 
iBting telegraph companies and trans- 
ferring the working of tho wholu 
teleeraph syste m _to the Postoflico 
meets with general tavor, both from 
the BhareholdorB and tho pnblio at 
large, and people aro beginning to 
hint at tho benofitu which might ac- 
crue to tho travelling public, from a 
similar systom boing pursued towards 
tailway companies. The oonduct of 
the great companies Booth of London 
having been such as to alionato the 
confidence of tho public from tbo 
, ■fef?s.H'V tf#*ocUon s wV.v., 4$f«»to4 
obtaining a monopoly, havo revenged 
themselves by putting the pnblio to 
the greatost amount of inconvonionco, 
as a sort of ponalty for boing com- 
pelled by tho House of Lords to give 
up thoir schemes for lovying a sen of 
blaok mail upon travellers, A panio 
Boems to exist in London on account 
of tho violent outragos committed 
daily and nightly in tho stroots, by 
thieves who navo ndoptod this new 
method since garotting was put down 
by extra vigilance; publio attontion 
huving been pointodly called to the 
prevalonco of theso violont robborrios, 
it is to bo hoped that stronuous oflbrts 
will bo mado by tho polioo to suppress 
the system, and so to rostoro tho 
streets of London to thoir wonted se- 
curity. Congratulatory addresses 
havo been prosentod to tbo Queen by 
both Houses of Parliament, on tho 
event of tho safo delivery of a Prin- 
cess, by her Royal Highness tho Prin- 
cobs of Wales.

New York, July 12, 1868. 
Tho telegraph will have informed yon 
of tho selection by tho great untorrlned 
Democracy of Mr Horatio Seymour of 
Now York, and Gen. Frank P. Blair, of 
Missouri, as tho standard hearers of their 
party in tho coming campaign, The 
nomination of Mr. Seymour took the 
whole country by surprise, Down to the 
very last moment it was confidently bo- 
liovetl by tho most astute political out- 
siders, and oven by a majority of tho 
dolegates, that Mr Chase would bo tho 
fortunate recipient of the nomination, nnd 
odds wero freely offered upon his ultimata 
success with few acceptors. It was 
argued that tlio Domination of Cliaso 
would divide the Republican party and knit 
the Democrats closer together than would 
the choico of any other man. But tho 
prejudico against Chaso engendered by 
his career as a member of Lincoln's 
Cabinet and as an advocate of negro 
suffrage in tho South, was too much for 
oven tho Democracy to stomach, albeit 
this same Democracy does swallow some- 
times very nauseous doses without a 
grimace — and after tbo withdrawal of 
Pendleton, (a peace Democrat) as a 
candidate for tbe nomination, Mr Sey- 
mour — who had tlirico declined tlio honor 
sinco tho Couventiou assembled — was 
suddenly proposed mid unanimously iiom- 
inatcd amid the wildest excitement and 
enthusiasm on the part of the delegates. 
Tho nominee — who was also President of 
the Oanventioa^ratbed from the ball 
iui.o an anteroom, where he was found a 
lew minutos afterwards by a friend, who 
had followed to offer bis congratulations, 
weeping violently, and in broken toues ho

subsequently induced to accept. The

found an echo outside its walls. The 
st nmniinj.nf. dissAtistactioo is ex- 
pressed by Democrats and consul vat ivo 
men generally with Mr Seymour. The 
Herald, which supported Mr Chase, now 
advocates tho return of General Grant, 
tho Republican candidate, on tlio ground 
that the Democratic party have been 
tricked into tho nomination of Mr Sey- 
mour; and, in justico to the position of 
the Herald, it is proper I should mention 
that it declared for tho first day of the 
Convention that Mr Seymour would re- 
ceive the nomination — that although he 
deolined it at first ho meant to accept it 
In the eud; So the sequel proved. From 
all I can see ami hear, 1 think Grant will 
he elected with little trouble over Soy» 
raour; although at this early stago that 
opinion is quite as likely to he erroneous 
as correct. Tho difference between the 
chances of the two men is this : Grant, 
who is excessively popular, heads on 
exceedingly unpopular party; while Sey- 
mour, who is very unpopular is tho can- 
didate of a party that has lately been 
pursuing a course which lias greatly 
enhanced its popularity.
